Approximately 20 years ago a person walked into the fire station. She said that she needed fire trucks and 
firemen to help her with a project. The project was to take 500 kids Christmas shopping. So I arranged 
with all the Fire Departments in the valley to send firemen and fire trucks to the first Sam’s Santa Shop. 
Thirteen years later we started a non-profit corporation (E. L. Farnsworth Firemen & Friends for Kids.) 
to assist us in fund raising. In the 20 years since we started we have taken approximately 10,000 kids 
Christmas shopping and approximately 200 kids for back-to-school shopping. We have also assisted in pro¬ 
ducing Sports Camps for kids. We are working on life safety videos to help educate kids in life skills to pro¬ 
tect them from fire, drowning and other topics. Approximately 15 years ago we were joined by the Jazz 
Bear and he has been a valued member of our organization. This last Christmas we took kids from Lehi 
area, Manti/Ephraim area and the Glendale/Salt Lake area for their shopping. We also had a sister or¬ 
ganization do a shop in Price. March 1st of this year I was recognized by the Fire Caucus for my work with 
the non-profit organization. Senator Patricia W. Jones presented me with the Firefighter of the Year 
Award recognizing me for my service. It was quite an honor.

PENNY PRESS MINT: How we make a token 


Q 

k-/ o, you want to 
kn ow how we make a 
token? Ok, lets see 
how it is done. 



First, we start with 

the art. Penny Press makes an original drawing 
based on your design request, or on what we might 
suggest for you to use. Here is an example of some 
original art done by us: 



Once the artwork is ap¬ 
proved by you, we get a 
blank die. A blank die 
looks like this: 



■ Now, we transfer the im¬ 
age to the blank die. Here 
is a sample of what a fin¬ 
ished die looks like. 



Next, the engraved die is 
placed in the press. A 
blank made of whatever 
material you have chosen 
is put in the press. Tons 
of pressure are applied, 
and the image is trans¬ 
ferred to the metal blank 
fi'om the die. The pres¬ 
sure is released, and the token is removed and ready 
to ship out to you! Here is a sample of a stuck to¬ 
ken: 


Note that both sides of a token may be struck, as in 
the example below:

Nickels, dimes, and quarters are pickled before they’re minted... It might 
sound strange, but the blanks used to make these coins really are pickled. 

They’re not soaked in vinegar, though, like the pickled cucumbers you get on 
hamburgers. Instead, these copper-nickel blanks are soaked in a special chemical 
solution. This "pickling" washes and polishes the blanks. 


























Native American $1 Ccins 


Ever since the Golden Dollar was first made in 2000, an eagle has soared on the back of the 
coin. Now, thanks to the Native American $1 Coin Program, there will be a new design there 
every year! 

Produced hand-in-hand with the Presidential $1 Coins, the Native American $1 Coins will 
continue for a number of years not yet specified. The designs will honor Native Americans 
and their contributions to the growth of the United States. The image of Sacagawea, the 
Shoshone who helped Lewis and Clark on their historic voyage of exploration, will remain on 
the front during the program. 

On the back, a different image will appear each year to highlight Native Americans and their contribu¬ 
tions. These coins will use the same standard inscriptions, edge lettering, and metal content as the Presiden¬ 
tial $1 Coins. 




2010: Great Law of Peace 

The theme for the 2010 Native American $1 Coin is "government." One example of Native 
American government that helped form our nation is a certain peace treaty that early 
colonists found interesting enough to write home about. 

Before Columbus first sailed to America, five Native American nations formed the 
Haudenosaunee Confederation, also known as the Iroquois Confederacy. According to 
legend, the five tribes, which had similar languages, had often been at war with one another. The Mohawk, 
Oneida, Onondaga, Cayuga, and Seneca lived in what is today upstate New York. 

The confederation was founded by two men. One was called "Peacemaker" and the other was an 
Onondaga named Hiawatha. They got the tribes to literally "bury the hatchet" under a pine tree. The Great 
Law of Peace is symbolized in the Great Tree of Peace. 

The Great Law of Peace is recorded on an ancient beaded belt known as the Hiawatha Belt. The Great 
White Pine, in the center of the chain, represents the Onondaga nation and the treaty itself. The four 
rectangles represent the other four tribes. The bundle of 5 arrows symbolizes strength in unity. 

Colonists saw in the Haudenosaunee a successful way to rule nations without kings or queens, like the 
confederacies that ancient Greek writers had written about. 

Some early explorers and missionaries in the New World wrote about equality and democratic 
self-government among some Native Americans. These writings reached Europe and sparked ideas for 
European thinkers like SirThomas More, Montaigne, and John Locke. 

So the way some Native American tribes governed themselves was an example of democratic 
government for our new nation. The White Pine tree with an eagle sitting on it, a Native American symbol of 
the Great Law of Peace, was adopted by colonists during the American Revolution for their own cause of 
democracy.
